An  elegant  dinner  in  the  Halleck 
Center  ballroom,  an  Art  Club  mural 
of  a  tropical  sunset,  and  a  dance  fea¬ 
turing  the  sounds  of  Eclipse  will  high¬ 
light  Saint  Joseph’s  Valentine’s  Day 
celebration  here  Feb.  12. 

A  buffet-style  candlelight  dinner 
created  by  the  food  service  opens  the 
evening  at  6:30.  The  menu  includes 
chicken  kiev,  wild  rice,  five-cup  salad 
and  a  choice  of  coffee,  water  or  tea,  ac¬ 
cording  to  Student  Senate  president 
Mike  Cusick. 

Ballroom  decorations  will  feature  a 
large  mural  done  by  the  Art  Club. 
Sheila  White,  Art  Club  president, 
says  the  mural  will  depict  a  tropical 
sunset  over  water  with  silhouetted 
palm  trees  in  the  background. 

“We  thought  we’d  change  the 
theme  of  the  dance  this  year  to  break 
out  of  the  traditional  mode  of  cupids 
and  hearts.  The  tropical  paradise  at¬ 
mosphere  is  different,  but  still  adds  a 
romantic  touch  to  the  theme  of  Valen¬ 
tine’s  Day,”  says  White. 

Adding  to  the  Valentine’s  Day 
theme  of  “Tropical  Paradise”  will  be 
an  artificial  waterfall  constructed  by 
the  Art  Club  and  placed  in  the  ball¬ 
room  for  the  day’s  festivities.  A  series 
of  tiki  masks  also  will  be  arranged  on

Students  at  Saint  Joe’s  who  face 
appearing  before  the  Judicial  Board 
no  longer  need  to  be  concerned  about 
“going  it  alone,”  thanks  to  the  recent¬ 


ly-formed  Legal  Advisory  Committee, 
led  by  Ann  O’Hara,  chairperson,  and 
Father  Robert  Matichek,  advisor. 

“The  committee  is  composed  of 
students  interested  in  helping  their 
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fellows,”  explains  Todd  Simonson, 
S.A.  president.  “When  a  student  goes 
before  the  Judicial  Board,  the  com¬ 
mittee  serves  to  offer  them  advice. 
The  greatest  advantage  is  that  of  dif¬ 
fering  opinions.  Several  people  work¬ 
ing  on  one  problem  can  offer  different 
avenues  to  pursue.” 

Exact  objectives  of  the  Legal  Af¬ 
fairs  Committee,  according  to  O’Hara, 
are  as  follows: 

1.  To  counsel  any  student  in  regard 
to  their  rights  and  the  college  ju¬ 
dicial  system. 

2.  To  give  the  student  body  a  bet¬ 
ter  understanding  and  awareness 


Student-Faculty  Forum  Giues  Suggestions

Brainstorming  and  open  discussions 
took  place  at  the  student-faculty  fo¬ 
rum  Jan.  27  in  the  Halleck  Center 
ballroom  when  everything  from  recre¬ 
ational  activities  to  better  food  was 
discussed. 

Fifty-five  people  attended  the  meet¬ 
ing,  at  which  they  were  dispersed  into 
seven  groups.  Each  group  had  a  leader 
who  discussed  several  questions  con¬ 
cerning  the  conditions  of  Saint  Jo¬ 
seph’s  College.  Opinions  were  wel¬ 
comed  from  all.  and  everyone  partici¬ 
pated  as  best  they  could. 

The  first  topic  was:  “Saint  Joseph’s 
is  good  because  ...”  Several  responses 
were  given.  One  opinion  was  that  stu¬ 
dents  and  faculty  are  friendly  and 
very  considerate  of  others.  Core  XI, 
dorm  life,  and  HSUB  were  considered 
to  be  positive  factors.  A  lot  of  stu¬ 
dents  were  particularly  supportive  of 


the  capital  gifts  campaign  and  the 
CORE  academic  climate  that  the 
school  has  created  and  backed  over 
the  years.  Other  activities  such  as 
athletics  and  the  student  newspaper 
Stuff  drew  highly  positive  remarks. 

Since  nothing  is  ever  100  percent 
perfect  the  suggestion  of:  “Saint  Jo¬ 
seph’s  College  would  be  better  if  .  . .” 
was  raised  to  students  and  faculty. 
As  expected,  complaints  far  outnum¬ 
bered  the  good  facts  of  the  college. 
The  largest  complaint  was  that  stu¬ 
dents  should  get  more  involved.  This 
lack  of  spirit  was  blamed  on  the  fact 
that  there  are  not  enough  events  or 
publicity  for  the  events  that  occur  on 
campus.  Involvement  could  also  be 
improved  if  there  was  more  coopera¬ 
tion  between  male  and  female  dorms, 
especially  on  weekends,  it  was  indi¬ 
cated. 

Other  students  were  angry  about  the 


food  that  is  served  in  the  cafeteria. 
They  wanted  more  of  a  variety  in  the 
menu,  a  needed  decrease  in  casseroles 
and  chicken  dinners  and  a  question¬ 
naire  that  could  be  sent  to  students  to 
ascertain  preferences  for  certain  types 
of  food.

As  far  as  social  life  was  concerned, 
students  wanted  HBO  put  into  all 
dorms  and  added  on  to  their  tuition. 
Poor  heating  was  also  a  major  com¬ 
plaint  along  with  the  fact  that  there 
are  no  phones  in  residential  rooms. 
Better  landscaping  was  also  sug¬ 
gested. 

When  the  question  of  academics 
rose,  the  main  complaint  was  the  lack 
of  modernization  of  the  library.  People 
feel  that  the  library  is  set  up  wrong;  it 
is  too  hard  to  find  books,  and  the  or¬ 
ganizational  system  is  outdated.  The 
participants  were  impressed  with  what 
was  in  the  library,  but  they  wanted  it 
set  up  better,  though,  they  did  like 
the  study  atmosphere. 

Another  complaint  was  that  some 
administrators  should  be  changed  be¬ 
cause  of  their  attitudes  and  treatment 
of  students  and  their  affairs. 

Not  many  faculty  members  were  at 
the  forum  and  a  couple  of  participants 
commented  that  it  shows  a  lack  of 
concern  on  the  part  of  the  faculty  and 
administrators.  One  student  even 
went  as  far  to  say,  “If  the  administra¬ 
tion  encourages  these  types  of  affairs, 
then  why  aren’t  more  of  them  pres¬ 
ent?” 

The  atmosphere  of  the  forum  was 
very  well-organized,  and  everyone  ap¬ 
peared  to  be  satisfied  with  what  was 
accomplished.  “We  were  happy  to  get 
the  students  together  so  that  they  are 
given  the  chance  to  express  their 
views  where  they  can  be  discussed 
and  brought  out  in  the  open  to  every¬ 
one,”  said  one  member  of  the  Student 
Association. 


3.  To  make  available  counsel  during 
the  college  judicial  process. 

4.  To  watchdog  the  rights  of  the 
student  body. 

“Members  cannot,  however  discuss 
any  matter  with  William  Maniscalco 
without  the  presence  of  the  involved 
student  nor  have  access  to  any  rec¬ 
ords,”  says  O’Hara. 

“We  help  organize  information,  get 
perspectives,  and  obtain  witnesses,” 
O’Hara  explains.  “If  there  are  ques¬ 
tions  concerning  the  system,  we  an¬ 
swer  with  an  objective  and  realistic 
point  of  view;  however,  we  don’t  make 
facts  and  we  don’t  make  witnesses. 
We  do  a  lot  of  hand-holding.” 

The  committee  was  formed  in  the 
Student  Senate  after  a  suggestion  by 
Lisa  Handler,  a  Halas  senator.  Mem¬ 
bership  is  based  on  a  number  of  cre¬ 
dentials,  according  to  O’Hara,  as  fol¬ 
lows: 

1.  Written  application  to  the  chair¬ 
person  of  the  committee  and  to 
the  S.A. 

2.  Good  standing  with  the  college. 

3.  A  positive  vote  when  member¬ 
ship  applications  are  brought  be¬ 
fore  the  committee. 

Current  members  are  Pete  Powell, 
Jim  Macalka,  Theresa  Brodeur,  Rob 
Bridges,  Nancy  Rapp,  Chris  Miller 
and  Dan  Rodriguez. 

O’Hara  recognizes  two  main  prob¬ 
lems  within  the  judicial  system  which 
she  feels  confuse  students  involved  in 
cases,  but  can  be  explained  through 
the  Legal  Advisory  Committee.  The 
first  of  these  is  the  incident  report. 
“Since  there  is  no  mention  of  the  inci¬ 
dent  report  in  the  Puma  Guide,  few 
people  understand  its  options  and 
what  it  involves.  Even  though  they 
may  not  realize  it,  an  incident  report 
implies  a  write-up  and  a  record  of  the 
event  remains  in  a  student’s  file  even 
if  no  action  is  taken.” 

A  second  problem  arises  from  Man-

Misinterpretation? 

The  truth  shall  set  you  free,  or  so  the  adage 
goes,  and  sometimes  that  which  is  just  short  of  the 
truth  can  set  you  free  also.  A  Judicial  Board  pro¬ 
ceeding  Feb.  1  may  all  but  have  verified  the  prob¬ 
lems  with  justice  by  interpretation.  The  story  goes 
like  this:  a  student  was  verbally  warned  by  her  R.  A. 
on  several  occasions  not  to  violate  quiet-hour  regu¬ 
lations  by  playing  music  and  such  where  the  noise 
can  be  detected  through  a  student’s  door  in  the  hall. 
When  the  R.A.  determined  verbal  warnings  were  fu¬ 
tile,  she  wrote  the  student  up.  Isn’t  that  the  R.A.  s 
job?  Not  according  to  the  board’s  decision  —  the 
student  in  question  was  found  not  guilty.  What? 

Reason:  The  student  found  witnesses  who 
stated  the  noise  level  on  the  night  of  the  write-up 
was  not  at  a  violation  level.  The  R.A.  was  found 
guilty  of  “interpreting ”  that  the  noise  level  was  too 
loud. 

Problem:  Who’s  guilty  of  interpreting  —  the 
R.A.  or  the  Judicial  Board?  Solution:  If  we  make 
laws  such  as  quiet  hour  violations  (Puma  Guide  pg. 
101)  we  must  stand  behind  them.  Also,  when  an 
R.A.  has  proven  herself  to  be  professional  and  is 
employed  by  the  school  for  her  professional  work  as 
an  R.A.  (major  duties:  to  assist,  explain,  interpret, 
and  enforce  rules  and  regulations;  R.A.  application, 
Puma  Guide  pg.  96),  why  then  is  she  disbelieved? 

If  I  “interpret”  correctly,  perhaps  the  Judicial 
Board  was  not  just  in  its  interpretation  of  the  rules 
and  rights.  That  students  have  a  system  to  set  them 
free  via  the  truth  is  fantastic,  but  we  must  be 
careful  not  to  interpret  the  truth  so  as  to  make  us 
anything  short  of  free.

African  Student  Tries  U.S.  Life  SJC  Style

New  faces  come  and  go  on 
the  campus  of  Saint  Joseph's 
College.  Some  come  from  as 
close  as  Rensselaer,  Ind.,  while 
others  come  from  as  far  away 
as  the  East  Coast.  Not  many, 
however,  originate  in  Africa. 
Such  is  the  case  of  the  most 
recent  addition  to  the  Saint 
Joe  community,  Iain  Baird. 
Iain,  a  freshman,  joins  us  from 
Zimbabwe,  Africa. 

How  would  a  Zimbabwean 
hear  of  Saint  Joe’s?  Iain’s 
father,  a  cattle  rancher  and 
safari  guide,  met  with  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  SJC  Board  of  Trus¬ 
tees  who  was  attending  one  of 
Mr.  Baird's  safari  tours.  The 
board  member  informed  Iain’s 
father  of  the  benefits  of  Saint 
Joe’s,  so  he  and  his  family  de¬ 
cided  to  send  Iain  to  the  United 


States  to  receive  an  educa¬ 
tion. 

Often  Americans  compare 
our  country  to  others.  Com¬ 
paring  this  country  to  Africa, 
Iain  says,  “Everything  is 
smaller  in  Africa.  The  towns 
are  much  smaller.  We  lived  on 
a  ranch  sixteen  miles  from  the 
nearest  town,  and  it  is  only  as 
big  as  Rensselaer.  The  main 
highways  are  only  one  lane. 

In  comparing  the  food,  Iain 
says,  “There  is  no  big  differ¬ 
ence.”  His  family  is  of  British 
descent,  and  American  food 
and  British  food  are  very  sim¬ 
ilar.  “One  big  difference,”  he 
adds,  is,  “We  have  Wimpy’s 
instead  of  McDonald’s.  There 
are  no  McDonald's  around  my 
home.” 

Iain’s  life  was  pretty  much 
the  same  until  about  three

months  ago.  He  says,  “I’ve 
gone  to  boarding  schools  all 
of  my  life.  We  have  three  sem¬ 
esters  per  year  with  a  month 
vacation  in  between.  I  took 


general  studies  such  as  math, 
sciences,  and  many  languages. 
The  school  was  about  200 
miles  from  my  home.”  He  con¬ 
tinues,  “I  lived  on  the  same 
ranch  all  my  life  until  three 
months  ago  when  we  had  to 
move  to  another  ranch.” 

Iain  is  an  accounting  major 
at  Saint  Joe’s,  where  he  says, 
“There  is  a  lot  more  freedom 
than  at  my  boarding  schools. 
I  am  enjoying  it  here.  The 
school  is  very  difficult.” 

Some  of  Iain’s  spare  time  is 
spent  enjoying  his  hobbies: 
jogging,  playing  intramural 
water  polo,  and  listening  to 
music. 

The  future  for  Iain  is  foggy, 
as  it  is  for  any  freshman.  How¬ 
ever,  Iain  says,  “I  want  to  get 
an  accounting  degree  and  work 
here  in  the  United  States."

Pumas  Seek  To  Ground  Eagles

What  has  six  legs  and  stands 
about  19  feet  high?  Wrong. 
It’s  the  front  line  of  Indiana 
State  U niver si ty-E  v an  sville. 
Tonight  the  Pumas  will  be  in 
Evansville  trying  to  avenge 
their  67-65  loss  to  the  Eagles 
earlier  this  season. 

Only  this  time  SJC  will  be 
without  Scott  Spencer,  who 
left  the  team  after  the  North¬ 
ern  Kentucky  game.  Senior 
Rickey  Bureau  also  left  the 
team  last  week. 

ISUE  has  a  front  line  of  6-7 
Jeff  Pennington,  6-7  Cully 
Nelson  (who  leads  the  confer¬ 
ence  in  rebounds),  and  6-7 
Kelly  Williams.  Four  out  of 
five  starters  for  the  Scream¬ 
ing  Eagles  average  better  than 
13  points  per  game.  ISUE  had 
won  eight  games  by  Jan.  24. 

Feb.  1  the  Pumas  dropped  a 
65-59  decision  to  a  very  me¬ 
thodical  IUPU-Fort  Wayne 
team.  The  score  doesn’t  really 
tell  the  whole  story,  as  SJC 
stayed  close  most  of  the  game 
but  was  lacking  in  enthusiasm. 
“We  were  not  mentally  pre¬ 
pared  to  play,”  states  head 
coach  George  Waggoner.  And 
it  showed;  the  game  was  as 
exciting  as  a  Core  lecture. 

“We  were  as  flat  as  we  could 
possibly  be,”  relates  Wag¬ 
goner.  The  Tuskers  controlled 
the  tempo  of  the  game  with 
their  very  deliberate  style  of 
offense. 

IUPU-Fort  Wayne  lost  to 
SJC  50-49  in  overtime  earlier 
in  the  season. 

On  Jan.  29,  the  Pumas  beat 
Bellarmine,  97-86,  in  a  brutal 
battle  under  the  boards.  Mel¬ 


vin  Wood  led  all  scorers  with 
31  points  and  eight  rebounds; 
he  was  named  Great  Lakes 
Valley  Conference  Player-of- 
the-Week  last  week  for  his  62 
points  and  27  rebounds  against 
Bellarmine  and  Indiana  Cen¬ 
tral.  Greg  Martin  was  next  in 
scoring  with  18  points  and  six 
rebounds,  and  freshman  guard 
Keith  Miller  bagged  17.  John 
Parrott  led  the  Knights  with 
23  points. 

The  Pumas  suffered  another 
conference  loss  when  the  Indi¬ 
ana  Central  Greyhounds  came 
to  town  Jan.  27.  Wood  turned 
in  another  awesome  perform¬ 
ance  with  31  points  and  19 
bounds.  Freshman  Brad  Con¬ 
nor  was  next  with  12  points. 
However,  that  was  not  enough. 
The  Greyhounds  took  SJC  on 
a  bus  ride,  82-73. 

Northern  Kentucky  man¬ 
aged  to  hold  off  the  Pumas, 
78-71,  in  Highland  Heights, 
Ky.,  Jan.  22.  Again  Wood  led 
the  Pumas’  scoring  with  17 
followed  by  15  points  by  for¬ 
ward  Mark  Wingard.  Brady 
Jackson  and  Larry  Hock  led 
the  Norsemen  with  23  hoops 
apiece. 

There  are  a  lot  of  tough 
games  coming  up,  including 
Valparaiso,  Ashland,  and  fifth- 
ranked  Kentucky  Wesleyan. 
Waggoner  believes  that  in  or¬ 
der  to  win  the  remaining 
games,  “Our  young  people 
will  have  to  come  up  front  in  a 
hurry.” 

Junior  Don  “Duck”  Red- 
field  sums  up  his  feelings  on 
the  subject:  “If  we  pull  to¬ 
gether  and  work  hard,  we  can 
win  the  rest  of  our  games.  It’ll 
be  tough,  but  we  can  do  it.” 


The  women  Pumas  scratched 
their  way  to  their  first  win  in 
eleven  tries  when  they  squeaked 
by  Huntington,  71-70,  Feb.  2 
in  the  Alumni  Fieldhouse. 

“We  finally  got  the  monkey 
off  our  back,”  says  coach  Sue 
Buntin.  Mary  Huffstetter  led 
the  ladies  with  14  points  and 
nine  rebounds,  followed  close¬ 
ly  by  Penny  Salm  with  13  tal¬ 
lies  and  eight  rebounds,  while 
Beth  Dean  dropped  in  ten 
points.  The  major  reason  for 
the  win  was,  “When  we  had  to 
have  a  basket,  we  got  the  job 
done,”  Buntin  says. 

Jan.  25,  the  Pumas  lost  to 
Butler,  69-44.  Buntin  notes, 
“We  played  well  in  spots.  We 
just  plain  got  beat  by  a  very 
good  team.  However,  we  played 
better  than  the  score  indi¬ 
cates. 

“This  was  the  best  game  we 
played  as  a  team,”  says  Bun¬ 
tin,  referring  to  the  83-72 
overtime  loss  to  Evansville 
here  Jan.  22.  SJC  had  four 
players  in  double  figures: 
Salm  had  17  points,  Huff¬ 
stetter  got  14,  Wiesenhahn 
dropped  12,  and  Burnett  scored 
ten.  “We  totally  dominated 
the  boards  the  whole  game,” 
remarks  Buntin.  Evansville 
scored  ten-for-eleven  from  the 
charity  stripe  in  overtime, 
which  proved  to  be  the  decid¬ 
ing  factor  in  the  game. 

As  for  the  remainder  of  the 
season,  the  ladies  have  six 
games  left  plus  the  Great 
Lakes  Valley  Conference  Tour¬ 
nament.  Buntin  comments, 
“Now  it  is  realistic  for  us  to 
win  the  rest  of  our  games. 
And  that’s  what  we’re  aiming 
to  do.”

Also  lending  a  helping  hand  to  the  workouts  are  student 
coaches  Doug  Owen,  Sam  Cullis,  Louis  Norris  and  Rob  Ur- 
baszewski.  “Their  sole  responsibility,”  adds  Reagan,  “is  to 
supervise  the  players  in  order  to  make  sure  the  exercises  are 
done  properly  and  safely.” 

Junior  Don  Kersey  (offensive  lineman)  notes  how  the 
program  has  changed  since  last  year:  “Programs  in  the  past 
have  been  good,  but  they  haven’t  been  organized.”  This  year 
the  entire  team  conditions  together,  which  urges  Kersey  to 
add,  “It’s  tremendous  for  team  morale.” 

Last  year  many  players  were  left  on  their  own  to  do  their 
training  (which  meant  some  of  it  just  didn’t  get  done). 
Besides  getting  in  shape,  sophomore  Kevin  Fleck  (running 
back)  indicates  that  the  most  important  idea  of  the  program 
“is  that  it  brings  the  players  together;  it  becomes  a  family 
goal  to  win.” 

Reagan  admits  that  it  isn’t  an  easy  workout  to  go 
through,  but  with  the  entire  team  concept  and  the  deter¬ 
mination  of  every  individual,  much  is  being  accomplished 
NOW  to  make  the  Pumas  winners  in  the  fall  of  ’83.
